WASHINGTON (A?) - The 
Senat« Judiciary Committee, in 
a report urging confirmation of 
Richard 6. Kleindienst’s nomi­ 
nation as attorney general, re­ 
jects accusations of a political 
deal in the settlement of anti­ 
trust ' cases 
.against 
Inter­ 
national Telephone k Telegraph 
Core. 


“Based on the evidence, it is 
the conclusion ot the committee 
that 
the 
settlement 
was 
reached on the merits after 
arm's-length negotiations be­ 
tween representatives of ITT 
and the (Justice Department’s) 
antitrust division,” the major, 
ity report says; 


“Those negotiations and the 
settlement of the ITT cases 
were not the product of politi­ 
cal influence or promises of po­ 
litical favor from ITT,” it adds. 


In a report to be filed Friday 
in the Senate, the committee 
concludes that Ktoindtenst, who 
was deputy attorney general at 
the time, “actedjMroperly in the 
conduct of his office in the mat­ 
ter vt the settlement of these 
cases.” 


A copy of the report, circu­ 
lated among committee mem­ 
bers, was obtained by The As­ 
sociated Press.

on April 27, after its second 
round of hearings, to reaffirm 
its 
original 
recommendation 
that 
the 
Senate 
confirm 
Kleindienst’s nomination to suc­ 
ceed John N. Mitchell. 


A minority report is to be 
filed by senators who dissented 
from the committee's recom­ 
mendation. 


Hie majority, besides finding 
no evidence to support the 
charge of a political deal in the 
settlement 
of 
the 
antitrust 
cases against ITT, also con­ 
cludes: 


That Kleindienst did not 
jmislead the committee about 
his contacts with White House 
aide Peter M. Flanigan on the 
ITT case. 


—That there was nothing im­ 
proper or irregular about the 
way 
in 
which: a 
financial 
analysis was obtained from a 
Wall Street investment banker, 
Richard J. Ramsden, on the ef­ 
fects of a forced divestiture of 
Hartford Fire Insurance Co. by 
ITT. 


—That Kleindienst’s handling 
of an investigation of U.S. Atty. 
Harry Steward in San Deigo 
was in line with findings of the 
Justice Department's Criminal 
Division. 


Schizophrenia Cause 


DALLAS, Tei. (AP) - A re­ 
search team said Thursday it 
has discovered the probable bi­ 
ological cause of jcuiiophrenia, 
the 
personality-splitting 
dis­ 
order thsin remains-one of the 
most severe, difficult to treat 
mental illnestes known. 


The finding, reported to the 
American Psychiatric Associ­ 
ation, may open a long-closed 
door on the eventual develop­ 
ment of an effective treatment 
and possible cure for schiibph- 
renia, which afflicts an esti­ 
mated 2 million Americans.. 


The disease, often striking 
the young 
and 
almost i% 
v a r i a b l y m dring Thospi- 
- talMiotfl r#Kai^Klfled 
psy­ 
chiatrists lor years. It severely 
distarbs thought processes and 
interactionwith other and its 
victims often acquire peculiar 
beliefs, delusions and hallucina­ 
tions. 


Drs. Jacques S. Gottlieb, a 
psychiatrist, and Charles E. 
Froman, a biochemist, said 
their group at theyLafayette 
Clinic and Wayne State Vnlver 
sity in Detroit has discovered 
that an euyme deficiency i n 
the brains of schisophrenic 
patients appears to upset the 
brains’s metabolism. It leads to 
abnormal production of chem­ 
icals that are known to have a 
mentally disturbing effect. 


The Wayne State groan found 
that an enzyme, which they 
named Anti-S Protein, appears 


to work in the limbic and lower 
stem portion of the brain. The 
enzyme 
causes 
a 
chemical 
called tryptophan to flood cer­ 
tain areas of the brain, produc­ 
ing excessive amounts of other 
chemicals 
called 
methylated 
idoleamines. 


These substances, some of 
which have be« isolated from 
plants, are known to have a 
mind-altering effect. 


Because of the enzyme short­ 
age, “an excessive production 
of methylated idoleamines be­ 
comes possible and, therefore; 
probably responsible lor the 
symptoms of the disorder (schi­ 
zophrenia),” (fcttlieband Fro­ 
man said in their paper* 


Thè Anti-S Protein enzyme is 
easily isolated from beef brains 
the Wayne State scientists now 
are stockpiling the chemical 
and làuncning an intensive re­ 
search program to meet U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration 
regulations 
requiring 
proof 
through animal studies that the 
enzyme has no harmful side ef­ 
fects. If none are found, clinical 
t r i a l s 
with 
patients will begin. 


The scientists will seek to 
learn if increasing 4he amount 
of Anti-S Protein in the schi­ 
zophrenic brain will restore the 
delicate biochemical balance, 
reducing the disease or perhaps 
even curing it. The studies 
could take five years, Gottlieb 
said. 


Paris Peace Talks

There were rumors in ’Paris 
that a high American official, 


possibly Dr. Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger, President Nixon’s national 
security adviser, had met with 
North 
Vietnamese 
politburo 
member Le Due Tbo, who ar­ 
rived Sunday from Hanoi. The 
two had met fruitlessly in Paris 
several times last year.

South Viets Counterattack 


en Vital Highway 14 


SAIGON (AP) - South .Viet­ 
namese paratroopers and in- 
fantrymen Friday reopened vi­ 
tal Highway 14 in the central 
highlands for convoys to carry 
badly needed military supplies 
to threatened Kontum City, 
spokesmen said. 


The troops met little resist- 
ence in this first government 
counterattack since the North 
Vietnamese 
offensive 
began 
March 90. 


The mountains overlooking 


the Chu Pao pass on Highway 
14 were softened up by scores 
of U.S. bombers using specially 
designed weapons to knock out 
North Vietnamese troops hiding 
in caves. It was an all-out pri­ 
ority air campaign coordinated 
by Gen. Creighton W. Abrams, 
Commander of U.S. forces in 
Vietnam, and Gen. Johii Vogt, 
commander of the 7th Air 
Force, sources said. 


Associated Press correspond­ 
ent David J. Paine reported 


from Pleiku that the ridge line 
overlooking the highway was 
occupied by South Vietnamese 
infantry reinforcements. 


Sout h Vietnamese para­ 
troopers

stretch of the highway by dawn 
Friday after launching the op­ 
eration at noon Thursday.

Fifty Miners Still Missing; 
Rescuers Continue To Search 


KELLOGG, Idaho CAP) - 
Rescue workers found eight 
more bodies in the Sunshine Sil­ 
ver Mine Thursday, bringing 
the known death toll in Tues­ 
day’s flash fire to 32, a com­ 
pany official said. 


The 80-man crew cleared 
smoke and gas from Shaft No. 
10 to reach a two-story-high un­ 
derground room which bouses 
the machinery for a vital hoist 
It was there that the addition­ 
al victims were found, said 
Marvin Chase, general man­ 
ager of western operations for 
Sunshine Miniqg ,Co. 


The hoist room is nt 3,100 feet 
and mine official# calculated 
that the remaining 50 missing 
miners are much deeper, at 4,- 


600 or below. 


The elevator shaft was not 
useable for the trip down be­ 
cause it still was not cleared of 
smoke and. gas, they said. 


Chase earlier had expressed 
optimism that “some” of the 
miners were alive and could be 
saved. But he was cautious in 
his brief statement by saying 
only that “at least eight more 
bodies” had been discovered. 


There was no Unmediate in­ 
dication how long it would take 
to activate the hoist for the res­ 
cue journey. 


A toll of 24 bad been estab­ 
lished until the rescue squad, 
fighting smoke and gas along 
the main shaft, managed to 
erect timber bulkheads all the 


way to the hoist room. Quick 
action saved 108 others shortly 
after the fire broke out. 


Mine officials reported the 
smoke levels had dwindled so 
much that the fire, possibly 
started by welding equipment 
or a short circuit, may have 
burned itself out. 


They said consumption of air 
pumped down the mine could 
mean the miners were tapping 
it from the network of tubes. 


Wives and families of the 
men clustered around the mine 
face, near exhaustion from an 
almost constant 48-hour vigil.

messaged

his “deepest sympathy” and 
pledged full federal assistance. 


Wallace Grabs Victory 
In Tennessee Primary 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) - 
Alabama Gov. George ' C. ¿Wal­ 
lace won his ’first primary vic­ 
tory outside the Deep South on 
Thursday with a runaway 3-1 
margin over 10 Democratic ri­ 
vals in Tennessee’s first presi­ 
dential primary. 


An 
antibusing 
amendment 
which helped Wallace’s v o t e r 
turnout carried by an even 
heavier edge, taking some 80 
per cent of the vote despite 
some confusion at the polls 
over the wording of the referen­ 
dum. , 


President Nixon handily won 
the 
Republican primary 
in 
which there was heavy cross­ 
over voting by th e Tennessee 
GOP in the Democratic elec­ 
tion, which swelled Wallace’s 
advantage. 


The Tennessee victory gave 
Wallace at least 44 of the 
state’s 49 Democratic National 
Convention delegates. He ap­ 
peared to be winning the rest. 


The delegate commitments 
put Wallace in third place 
among the Democratic con­ 
tenders with a total of 157. 


Sen. George McGovern of 
South Dakota^ remains the lead­ 
er in delegates nationally with 
2651/2, won in 19 states. Sen. Hu­ 
bert H. Humphrey of Minnesota 
has 188. 


Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, who 
has withdrawn from primary 
campaigning, has 128%. 


Humphrey, who did not cam­ 
paign personally in Tennessee 
but had some organized sup­ 
port, was running in second 
place with 16 per cent of the 
vote, to Wallace’s 69. 


Humphrey was far ahead of 
McGovern, in third place, and 
Muskie, in -fourth. McGovern 
also bypassed the state person­ 
ally but had organized support, 
mostly from student groups. 
Muskie dropped out of all pri­ 
mary campaigning last week, 


Tennessee 
was 
Wallace's 


third primary victory and was 
especially significant because it 
was in a border state. His ear­ 
lier wins were in Florida on 
March 14 and his home state of 
Alabama on Tuesday. 


It also was his first voter ma­ 
jority outside Alabama. He won 
in Florida with 42 per cent of 
the vote. His next best show­ 
ings were 21 per cent in Wis­ 
consin and 21 per cent in Penn­ 
sylvania, both second-place fin­ 
ishes. 


With 59 per cent of the state’s 
2,423 precincts counted, this 
was the breakdown: 


Wallace 129,830 votes, or 70 
per cent. 


Humphrey 28,647 votes or 15 
per cent. 


McGovern 13,828 votes or 7 
per cent. 


Muskie 5,133 votes, or 3 per 
cent. Trailing far back were 
the others on the ballot: Sens.

South Vietnam began a pro­ 
gram aimed at reversing the 
series of defeats, and the first 
reconditioned U.S. tanks were 
delivered to the northern front 
to replace losses. Washington 
announced more warplanes are 
being sent to Southeast Asia, 
bringing to around 300 the num­ 
ber sent to aid the South Viet­ 
namese since early April. This 
will bring the total of U.S. land- 
based and carrier-based strike 
planes in the area to more than 
800. 


The South Vietnamese count­ 
erattack in the central high­ 
lands was designed to end the 
isolation by road of Kontum, 
the provincial capital that is 
expected to be the first objec­ 
tive when the enemy’s expected 


big push comes there.

Press correspondent David J. 
Paine reported that thepara- 
trodpers engaged the enemy 
shortly after pouring out of 
their ; helicopters eight ftlles 
south of Kontum and 19 miles 
north of Pleiku. The fighting 
still was going ofi at nightfall.

Talks In Romania 


BUCHAREST, Romania (AP) 
t - Prime Minister Golda Meir 
of Israel flew to Communist 
Romania Hiursday tor three 
daya of talks on the Middle 
East conflict, trade and Jewish 
immigration problems. 


She was the first Israeli gov­ 
ernment leader to visit a Com­ 
munist country. 


Romania is the only Commu­ 
nist country that has main­ 
tained full trade and diplomatic 
links with Israel since the 1967 
Middle East, war. President Ni- 
colae Ceausescu’s invitation to 
Mrs. Meir was a spectacular 
reassertion of his refusal to fol­ 
low the Moscow line. 


Mrs. Meir was scheduled to 
have at least five hours of talks 
Friday with Ceausescu. Israeli 
and Romanian' officials denied 


he intended to mediate’ ip the 
Middle East crisis.but con­ 
ceded the Arabrlsraett! deadlock 
would be the main item of the 
discussions. 


An E g y p t i a n Embfissy 
spokesman said the visit 'was 
“a matter of totalindifference” 
to .Egypt, but Soviet diplomat 
maintained a prudent silence.

U.S. Raises Viet 
Air Power Again 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
United States will soon fly an­ 
other 72 F4 Phantom fighter 
bombers to Southeast Asia, a 
move that may foreshadow an 
intensified bombing campaign 
aimed at stopping the North 
Vietnamese offensive. 


Pentagon spokesman J. W. 
Friedheim announced Thursday 
that some additional land-based 
U.S. warplanes would be sent 
to the war zone. 


While Friedheim gave no de­ 
tails, other defense sources said 
four squadrons of F4s would 
leave 
Holloman 
Air 
Force 
Base, Alamagordo, N.M., for 
Thailand. 
. 


Announcement of this signifi­ 
cant boost in U.S. air power in 
Southeast Asia came soon after 
peace negotiations 
in Paris 
broke down again amid a bat­ 
tlefield crisis in South Vietnam. 


Friedheim did not link these 
events to the new air buildup, 
but described the reinforcement 
as part of “an over-all plan to 
make sure Gen. (Creighton W.) 
Abrams has available to him 
all the air and naval assets, he 
needs 
to protect 
remaining 
troops, to assist South Vietnam­ 
ese” in repelling the offensive. 


The additional war planes 
will, increase to about 300 th6 
number of U.S. fighter-bombers 
and bombers ordered to South 
Vietnam, Thailand and Guam 
since early April when the 
North Vietnamese assault was 


gathering speed. 


Over-all, the action will boost 
U.S. land-based and, carrier- 
based planes in the jvar theater 
to more than 800.

Friedheim . mentioned

; 
An interesting feature of the war 
Jiowers bill passed by the U.S. Senate 
^nd sent to an uncertain fate in the 
House is that it effectively abolishes 
%orld War III, on paper, at any rate. 
5 
The bill forbids the president to 
,:i^ake war without congressional au­ 
thorization, except to repel a sudden 
attack against the United States or 
Its military forces, and then only for 
|o days uiitil Congress decides whether 
IDr not a state of war exists. 
~ 
"At what point does the state of 
affairs which flows from sudden at­ 
tack become war?” asked New York 
Bepublican Jacob Javits, during floor 
debate of the measure. 


"That is the pivot of the issue. 
What happens when the president, as 
Commander-in-Chief, ‘repels a sudden 
attack* and that leads us into war. trig­ 


gering the war powers of Congress? 
The Constitution, characteristically, is 
silent. So we have chosen the 30-day 
test in that regard. We have no illu­ 
sions that it is a perfect answer but 
we believe that it is the best a group 
of men... could develop as a test of 
automaticity... ” 


Since any attack against the Unit­ 
ed States serious enough to trigger 
the waif powers of Congress would be 
unlikely to involve anything less than 
the fuU panoply of nuclear weapons 
in the modem arsenal, and since the 
experts say such a nucl^r conflict 
would be over in closer to 30 hours than 
30 days, World War III, by definition, 
can't happen. 


Of course. Congress could later de­ 
clare that there HAD been a state of 
war—if anyone was left to care.

Nixon Aim: Boom 
By Election Day

WASHINGTON (NEA)-It is 
not generally realized just how 
very 
determined 
President 
Nixon is to have a booming 
economy by Nov. 7, 197^. . 


But his urgency in speeding 
economic recovery is leading 
him into actions which could 
boomerang greatly in the next 
several years. 


At the Pentagon, at Health 
Education and Welfare, the Na­ 
tional Aeronautics and Space 
Administration and other large- 
budget agencies, the bureau­ 
crats who oversee what is 
bought, and when, have been 
given orders to manage their 
spending so that a maximum 
amount of money is pumped 
into the economy in the months 
just ahead. 


The plan is, further, that’ 
some 
considerable 
spending 
which would normally take 
place in November, December 
and January will be moved for­ 
ward where possible to hit in 
the early fall. 


Where earlier spending is not 
feasible, attempts áre being 
made to signal future contracts 
and future spending in ways 
that are sufficiently concrete 
to encourage industry to gear 
up before November, expanding 
employment and facilities and 
increasing inventories. 


Behind the scenes, all stops 
are out; in the White House ef­ 
fort to convince the stubbornly 
independent Arthur Burns of 
the Federal Reserve Board that 
the supply of money must be 
regularly increased at a pace 
great enough to sustain strong 
economic growth in the months 
ahead. 


The budget deficit for fiscal 
1972 and that projected for fis­ 
cal 1973 are at levels which al< 
most insure unsettling inflation, 
ary pressures of the same type 
created by President Johnson’s’ 
unbalance war budgets. These 
pressures, economic analysts 
now say, brought on the infla­ 
tion of the present and past sev­ 
eral years. 


Neither President Nixon nor 
the Congress apparently have 
the strength of will to decide 
on what is not urgently essen­ 
tial in the current budgets and 
determinedly chop out the dead- 
wood. 


The distortions of these poli­ 
cies are already appearing. De­ 
spite the overly high unemploy­ 
ment rate, there are indications 
that employers have been tak­ 
ing on men and women at a 
faster rate than their business 
justifies*-in anticipation. This 
could mean slower-than-normal 
increases in emptoyment at 
later stages in the recovery. 


A money supply arbitrarily 
increased at a too-rapid pace- 
combined with heavy federal 
spending and other artificial 
stimulants — could effectively 
destroy the most stringent at­ 
tempts at price control. 


If the inflation pressures in- 


crease in the manner outlined 
above, the price controllers can 
get as tough as they please, 
'b u t prices will have a way of 
rising nevertheless. 
., This reporter has talked at 
length with iNohcmists who be­ 
lieve that under the best of cir­ 


cumstances we are boxed in 
permanently at best with an 
inflation rate of three to four 
per cent a year. Pressures of 
the type outlined above could 
drive those rates up well above 
that range for the years Jqst 
ahead.

SPRINGFIELD - The IlUnMs 
Senate has approved a bill 
which many persons hope will 
r^indle inter^t in the office 
of coroner in a number of smalf 
counties throughout Illinois. 


Senate sponscMr. of H.B. 3736, 
Sen. Clifford B; Latherow, R* 
Carthage, declared that passage 
of the measvre represents *‘a 
major victory for those who 
view the pffice of coroper as a 
vital p ^ i of the; sys^m of 
checks and balances within 
county government. 


The bill would permit countiM 
with populations under 50,000 
to conqiensaie <^roner at the 
rate of |ioo for e^ch individr 
ual ^ dea^ case. C^mpensatira 
would be limited to $500 in cases 
involving midtiple deaths. 


Illinois law stipulates that cor­ 
oners in counties of 14,000 per­ 
sons or less must be paid at 
least $8,500. Counties >»dth popu­ 
lations between 14,000 and 30,000 
must pay coroners at least 
$9,000, and those between 30,000 
and 60,000 must pay $10,000.

To Shape 
Sugar Cookies

Old-time sugar oookies vieee 
always made from a dough that 
had to be rolled out and cut. 
But nowadays sugilr cookies 
are made other ways. 


'One way is to shape the 
dough into small balls and flat­ 
ten them with a greased cus­ 
tard cup dipped in sugar. Plac- 
ii^ the sugar in a pie plate 
^ rk s well for dipping the cus- 
t|rd cup. 
««Itiese cookies have refrCsh- 
m . lemon flavor because they 
call for lemon juice and grated 
lemon rind. Grate the rind as 
{the as possible; two medium- 
si^ lemons will yield t)^ two 
teaspoons called for. In grating, 
remove only the outer yellow 
part of the rmd, not^the white 
membrane underneath.

If they are auowed to 
cool completely on the cookie 
sheet, they will stick and break 
when removed. 
^LEMON SUGAR COOKIES 
2% cups sifted flour 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
V* teaspoon salt 
. 1 cup butter 
,2 cups sugar 
2 eggs

teaspoons 
grated 
lemon 
rind 


3 tablespoons lemon juice 
1 cup quick-cMricing oats 


. On wax paper sift together 
the flour, baking powder and 
salt. 
. In a large mixing bowl cream 
butter and sugar. Add eggs, 
one at a time, beating weU 
after each addition. Beat in 
lemon rind and lemon juice. 
Gradually stir in sifted flour 
mixture blending wdl. Stir in 
oats. Thoroughly chill dough. 


For each cookie, roll 1 level 
tablespoon of dough into a ball. 
Place 
balls, 
several 
inches 
apart, 
on 
greased 
cookie 
sheets. Using a custard cup 
that has b^n greased 
and 
dipped in sugar, flatten each 
ball to %-inch thickness. 
^Bake in a preheated 3 7 5 ^ 
gree oven until lightly browned 
around edges—8 to 10 minutes. 
Cool 1 minute, then carefully 
remove from co<^ie sheets with 
a wide spatula. Let cool on 
wire racks. Store in an airtight 
contauier.

Archbishop Cái^inal Meyer in 
1958 as -a halfway house for 
homeless meh. It could accom 
modate 45 i^ n . Today it has 
grown to be a comprehensive 
rehabilitation, center with inpa­ 
tient facilites. for 1102 and out­ 
patient facilites for many more:^

diagnostic 
evaluation, 
a n d 
treatment 
and 
rehabilitation; 
services for/an^ adult suffering 
from thé. disease of alcobolismi 
The patient, his family and 
his empiloyer áre all inte^al 


Very few of the patients—a 
total of some 2,500 a year—are 
voluntary. Joseph De Rosa, De 
Paul’s rehabilitation director, 
says that most are referred by 
agencies, physicians aqd the 
clergy, with the largest single 
referral by industry. 
The'tligh Cost of Alcoholism 
According to a survey by tl^ 
National Council on Alcoholism, 
drinking

billion annually. About 5.3 p^ 
cent of the nation’s work forte 
is alcoholic.

“We feel that this has been^a 
very effective program, but it 
would not have been if we had 
been unable to use the very 
uniqiie services of De Paul,” I. 
Andrew Rader, AUen-Bradley 
president, said.. “This hospital 
does the rehabllitatton process 
of the patient which we could 
not possibly do io the plant. 


“What-most employers don’t 
know is how inexpensive and 
uncomplicated it is to establish 
an alcc^lism program.” 


It can also save money. Allis- 
Chálmérs reported a savings of

Patterned in the spirit of the 
Freedom of Information Act, 
the FDA’s open-files plan is be­ 
lieved to go further than any 
other federal regulatory agen­ 
cy’s. 


Basicity, the FDA proposes 
to make public safety and ef­ 
fectiveness data for food addi­ 
tives, color additives and anti­ 
biotic drugs unless companies 
can demonstrate the informa­ 
tion should remain secret. 


In the! case of fQod and drug 
companies that already have 


submitted 
coniidential 
mate- ■ 
rial, the FDA said it would give 
them six months to justify con­ 
tinued secrecy. 


Much of the drug information 
the FDA said, “is stiU highly 
valuable in that it gives the 
company having it a com­ 
petitive advantage over others 
who are required by law to ob- 
tam it in order to receive FDA 
approval of a prcduct or in­ 
gredient prior to marketing.” 


Hutt said the FDA has about 
2,000 food-additive regulations 
and between 17,000 and 18,000 
new-drug applications, many of 
them no longer containing valu­ 
able trade secrets.

And it is inevitable too that 
similar confrontations are de­ 
veloping in other nati<»9 where 
industry is falling into the 
hands of forei^

with foreign allegiances who, it 
is felt, take more than they 
contribute. 


Whether they do is debatable. 
What counts is the attitude of 
the country’s citizens, and in an 
age of nationalism they otten 
resent what they once wel­ 
comed. 


The scenario is repeated time 
after time in country after 
country. The natimi is under- 
(^veloped. It lacks capital and 
other resources of its own, sb^it 
ihvites develi^ment by skilled 
foreign companies. 


eager are they to obtain 
tlM^ s&ills that they some- 
ttoes offer tax incentives to the 
big corpwations of . the devel­ 
oped world. 


There are thousands of com- 
today who need foreign 
stments, if not for the mar­ 
kets that can be developed 
there then for the natural re- 
s<Mirces that can be extracted 
or cultivated and the labor 
fq^ce that can be developed or 
exploited. 
^We have in the industrial 
world today what are called 
multinational companies. They 
are too big for one nation; they 
eonskler the entire worM their 
home and their market. 


^ut there is a catch: No mat­ 
ter if they operate in 50 coun- 
t i ^ , they are based in one. No 
niatter how carefully they deal 
with the local citizenry, obey 
t^eir 
laws, 
respect 
their 
Mciety, encourage their cul- 
ture»their eventual allegiance 
is to another country. 


Eventually, 
the 
conflicts 
arise. The devel(^mg country 
becomes 
stronger, 
prouder, 
more self-sufficient—or so it 
thinks until it observes how de­ 
pendent it is to foreigners. 


It begins then to fear the con­ 
sequences to its political and 
oulturftl identity, and soon the 
rumblings of discontent are 
enacted into restrictive legisla­ 
tion, and in some countries into 
cipropriati(m. 


The trap in the latter is that 
atoe countries are more de­ 
pendent than they realize. They 
need foreign industry if they 
are to have jobs and homes and 
food. To eject the foreigners is 
to spite themselves. 


Canada intends to apply the 
criteria of self-interest to future 
takeovers of its companies by 
foreigners, but it does not, it 
seems, intend to otherwise re­ 
s t r i c t

Nevertheless, its action is in­ 
dicative of the concern being 
dbown around the world as cor- 
^rations invade each other’s 
base countries. 


There are many multination­ 
al companies, but there are 
relatively few effective mul­ 
tinational laws and standards 
to govern Uieir activities.

“Far more youngsters need

SPRINGFIELD, III. (AP) - 
Despite predictions that state 
aid to nonpublic schools would 
be challenged in the courts, the 
plan’s funding for the next fis­ 
cal year has moved to the floor 
of the Senate. 


The Senate education com­ 
mittee kept the measui'e alive 
Thursday by approving a pack­ 
age of six bilk which would 
give the state’s private schools 
$30 million. The vote was 9-4. 


The bills, sponsored by Sen. 
Robert Cherry, D-Chicago, as­ 
sistant majority leader, were 
essentially identical to legisla­ 
tion allocating money for pri­ 
vate schools for this fiscal 
year.

Jerry Cor­ 
bett, D—Hardin, has been in­ 
dicted by a Calhoun Courtty 
grand jury for allegedly nota­ 
rizing the signature of a de­ 
ceased officer of the firm. 


Mrs. Wanda Tepen was ac­ 
cused of official misconduct in 
an indictment returned Wednes­ 
day in connection with assign­ 
ments by the agency of autos, 
some of which reportedly were 
sold to the State of Illinois. 


The indictment said she nota­ 
rized the signature of Leo Cor­ 
bett on Dec. 17, 1970. Corbett, 
brother of the state legislator, 
died on Oct. 19 ,1970. 


Rep. Corbett was indicted 
last month in Springfield in 
connection with auto sales by 
the Corbett Ford Sales Co. of 
Hardin to the state.

The Cherry bills, which have 
the support of Gov. Richard B. 
Ogilvle, are aimed at providing 
funds in the event that existing 
appropriations do not pass the 
scrutiny of the courts. 


In January the state Supreme 
Court questioned the power of 
the governor to amend a law to 
such an extent as to substan­ 
tially rewrite the measure. 


Ogilvie used his amendatory 
veto power on the nonpublic 
school appropriation last year 
so as to make it conform with 
federal court. decisions thereby 
substantially changing it. 


The package of bills includes 
one which apprqariates $20.5 
million for general aid and an­ 
other $4s5 million for aid if the 
parents earn less than $3,000 a 
year. A third meusure gives 
money for the purchase of text 
books by parents of students in 
private schools. Thé three other 
bills supply administration to 
distribute the funds. 


All money would be dis­ 
tributed at the reiquest of indû- 
vidual parents of steuleiits at­ 
tending nonpublic schools and 
would be sent through the local 
school districts by the state of­ 
fice of public instruction, an 
aide to Cherry said. 


Representatives of a half doz­ 
en organizations including the 
Illinois Jewish War Veterans, 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union and National Association 
of Catholic Laity opposed the 
bills, saying they are uncon­ 
stitutional and threaten the sep­ 
aration of church and state. 


“Schools using public funds 
should 
be open to all of 
society,” declared Mrs. Newton 
Grove, first vice president of 
the Illinois Parent Teachers As­ 
sociation. 


Sen. John G. Gilbert, R-Car- 
bondale said that the measure 
would cause “a decline of the 
public school system ... (be­ 
cause) no nation in the world, 
has been able to support two 
school systems.” 


“I’m tired of this subject,” 
declared Sen. Harris Fawell, R- 
Naperville, 
who 
also 
voted 
against the bills. “I’m of the 
opinion that these bills are go­ 
ing nowhere.” 


Indications 
were, 
however, 
that Fawell may be wrong. 


The bills have the backing of 
the Senate Democratic lead­ 
ership as well as Ogilvie. 


Furthermore, the House edu­ 
cation committee on Wednes­ 
day night defeated 10-4 a House 
bill providing $30 million for 
nonpubli schools, leaving the 
Cherry bill the dominant one in 
the legislature. 


Some witnesses before the 
Senate committee cited four 
U.S. Supreme Court rulings and 
some 
lower court decisions 
which have held state aid to 
n 0 n p u b 1 i c schools uncon­ 
stitutional in other states. 


“Tliose four U.S. Court deci­ 
sions do not adversely affect 
the constitutionality, of these 
bills,” Cherry replied.

(AP)The 
Tllinois Senate killed Thursday 
a long-standing bill aimed at 
requiring political candidates 
and parties to disclose details 
of campaign fUiancing. 


The bill was among 96 pieces 
of proposed legislation swept 
off the calendar amid pleas by 
members to pare down the 
amount of work awaiting the 
Senate before it adjourns next 
month.
